First, the books must be extremely high quality. 
Second, they must contaln the basic Advent messages 
needed by the world today. Third, the books should be 
filled with extra features which also make them highly 
désirable. FOurth, the canvasser must be able to ob¬ 
tain them at the very lowest cost, in boxful quantities, 
so he can make a sizeable margin of profit on each book 
sold. Fifth, a complété set of adult and chlldren’s colpor¬ 
teur books should eventually be made available to him.

reet, ongoing relationship with God. Only then ean you 
hâve sueeess in plaelng these outstanding books in the 
homes of the people.

As you do thls, you 
wih be drawn into a eloser walk with Christ and the 
angels whleh must aeeompany you as you go out.

If we would see sueeess in eonvinelng men and 
women that they need to read the speelal truths for thls 
time, we must take time to plead for help. The more we 
feel our Insuffieieney for the task, the easier it is for 
God to help us reaeh soûls. A holy, unseen presenee— 
the Holy Splrit—^wlU eonviet hearts that they must hâve 
the books we are presenting to them. 

As you pray, begin laylng plans to go out wlth the 
books. But, as you do this, do not eease those earnest 
prayers! Satan will be at hand to su^est many reasons 
why you need to relax and enjoy life, instead of mlnls- 
terlng to the needs of others. He will also set obstaeles 
in your path. But prayer, study of and obedlenee to God’s 
Insplred Word, and determined falth—^will bring the help 
of angels to your slde, as you préparé to step out in thls 
new work. 

2 - Obtain sample copies of our books and can- 
vasses —^Ifyou do not hâve eopies of them, obtain a single 
eopy of our Natural Remedies Encyclopedia, Desire of 
Ages, and Great Controversy.

Do this till you 
hâve beeome loosely aequainted with the entire eanvass. 

Now, again alone in the room, begin to praetiee say- 
ingyour eanvass ont loud as you show the book. As you 
do this, you will frequentiy hâve to turn the book open- 
ing toward you and then away from you.

As you praetiee repeating the eanvass ont loud to 
an imaginary person in front of you, you will frequentiy 
need to stop, retraee and do part again, or eheek on 
something, before eontinuing on with your eanvass. Put 
expression into it. Say it meaningful. 

In other words, praetiee, praetiee, praetiee. Breaks 
between praetiee are also good; for, when you return to 
the praetiee, making yourself say it again after an ab- 
senee will hâve the effeet of sharpeningyour memory of 
it ail as you try to give the eanvass again. 

Then begin giving the eanvass to someone in your 
home or a kindly friend nearby. 

5 - Learn about the approaches and closes —It is 

extremely important that you learn the door approaches 
(what you say at the door in order to gain an entranee 
into the home) and closes (what you say in order to 
initially elineh the sale and after they give you hésita¬ 
tion, waits, or turndowns.) 

Before going ont and praetieing at aetual homes, you 
next need to thoughtfully read through the following see- 
tions in the How Sell book: “Closes,” “Other Helps,” 
“Approaehes and Replies,” and “Other Matters” (English 
4th édition: pp. 24-44; English of the Spanish version: 
pp. 26-40; Spanish of the Spanish: pp. 28-45). 

Additional Information is given in the Colporteur 
Handbook: Selling prineiples are found on pp. 55-76, 
and 466-490. Dozens of approaehes, replies, and eloses 
are given on pp. 199-402. (In addition, eanvasses (pri- 
marilyfor paperbaeks) are found onpp. 77-198, 404- 
414, and 436-465.) 

As you praetiee, you are gradually beeoming fllled 
with your subjeet and Inereaslngly having little diffleulty 
talking about it. Instead of a hésitant tone, you are de- 
veloplng a ealm assuranee as you speak that shows en- 
thusiasm and bellef that this is a book the prospeet 
should hâve. When you first start ont, you are giving ail 
your attention to what to say, where to turn in the book, 
where to point, and what to do next. 

But, when you beeome thoroughly drenehed in your 
eanvass and hâve repeatedly given it,—a marvelous 
ehange begins to oeeur. Instead of foeuslng on the me- 


chanics of what to say and do, you now can put a stead- 
ied certainty into your words and a relaxed confidence 
in your voice and demeanor—^which relaxes the pros¬ 
pect and gives them confidence in what you say! In addi¬ 
tion, freed from worrying about your words, you can 
notice—and even anücipate—^your prospect’s responses, 
and how to reply to them. Lastly, you can recognize ways 
you can improve and also new, improved patterns of 
givingthe approaches, canvasses, and closes. 

6 - Do some practice runs —Go ont and knock on 
some doors. Keep in mind that you cannot lose when 
you do this! Every failure, every flaw discovered, every 
lesson learned, every improvement needed to be made— 
means more success later! Keep prayingand keep think- 
ing. What mistakes did you make? How could you hâve 
donc that better? 

You may want to quit working early and go home 
and rest, and pray and think through how it went. Do 
it. You do not want to push yourself to exhaustion, till 
you feel like giving up. To begin with, you may only want 
to go ont half a day. This is not a problem; since, so far, 
you hâve not quit your présent Job. 

But if you are currently unemployed, then you may 
hâve to spend the whole day at it. Be sure to get a full 
night’s sleep—^without exception. Earnest prayer will 
bring help. You will expérience providential sales and 
encouraging expériences, which will tell you that God Is 
byyour si de. 

Keep reviewing the approaches and closes in the How 
Sell book and Colporteur Handbook. Gradually, you will 
keep Improvingyour canvasses and closes. 

You can repay me for providlngyou these books at 
bottom priées, by sending me a copy of canvasses that 
you develop or obtain copies of, and your best colpor¬ 
teur storles. I will prlnt them without giving your name 
or location. They will greatly help and encourage others. 
Colporteurlng, by Its very nature, is a cooperative effort.

Each of us is trylng to reach more homes and get more 
believers into the field as colporteurs to reach still more. 
It is impossible to place a book in every home in the 
world. But, working together, that is our united goal! 

7 - When should you go full tinte? —If you are al- 

ready retired, you are ready for action. But, if you are 
employed, the question is when should you quit your 
job and go into canvasslng full tlme? 

Earnestly pray for guidance. Our kind Father will 
lead you. It may be best to only go ont part time, and 
gradually build expérience at successful selling. Then, 
when deeply convicted to do so and you are succeeding 
in canvasslng, should you quit a job that might be diffi- 
cult to replace. Perhaps I am suggesting too much cau¬ 
tion. Let God guide you. I recall one extremely success¬ 
ful colporteur who told me it took him six months be¬ 
fore he spoke with ease and assurance and really began 
making sales. The most experienced, successful can- 
vassers hâve a calm, relaxed, assurance about them. 
That is the objective, and it will only be achieved as you 
glve the canvasses in so many homes that you gain ex¬ 
périence. 

Something else that will help encourage you to keep 
going ont is to allocate a portion of your profits to the 
purchase of missionary paperbacks to hand ont. In this 
way, even when you are not making sales, you are still 
succeeding! This helps you keep pushlng onward, to go to 
one home after another. 

Keep praylng, keep working, and the angels will go 
with you. They are as interested in your success as you 
are, and they will guide you to the rlght homes and Im- 
press the minds of the people to purchase your books.

tion. 

It shows the reign of terror in Franee. This 
ehapter here [about the Pilgrim Fathers] shows 
how the Bible eame to Ameriea, to freedom’s 
shores. 

It tells of the warnings that hâve been re- 
jeeted year after year. It tells how propheeies 
eontinue to be fulfilled. 

I don’t know if you hâve listened to some of 
the news lately, and seen some of the things that 
are happening in polities. But gradually, day by 
day, and one by one, they’re taking away the free- 
doms we hâve; ineluding freedom of religion. 

It shows the eonfliet that’s soon to eome. 
You hâve a ehapter here, Seriptures a Safeguard, 
whieh deals with the importanee of taking time 
to study with the Lord eaeh day. 

l’d like to share a little thought with you. It’s 
over here in this ehapter on page 824: 

“But God will hâve a people upon the earth to 
main tain the Bible, and the Bible only, as the stan¬ 
dard of ail doctrines and the basls of ail reforms. 
The opinions of learned men, the déductions of 
science, the creeds or decisions of eccleslastlcal 
counclls, as numerous and discordant as are the 
churches which they represent, the voice of the 
majorlty—not one nor ail of thèse should be re- 
garded as evldence for or agalnst any point of reli¬ 
gions falth. Before acceptlng any doctrine or pre- 
cept, we should demand a plaln ‘Thus salth the 
Lord’ In Its support.” 

And, you know, I appreciate what you said 
earlier about how you like to stick with the 
Bible. And this is something Fve corne to ap¬ 
preciate myself, for Fve been a Christian for 
_years now. 

And here is a chapter I urge you to read with 
a spécial purpose in your heart. It is called The 
Final Warning. You’ll notice here that it’s based 
on Révélation 18 and Révélation 14, and this is 
a chapter that shares with us how the Lord has 
one last message for the inhabitants of the earth. 

1 don’t know if you remember in the Bible 
about Noah’s Ark. The Bible says that it took 
Noah 120 years to build the Ark. But the day 
came when; he said it was time to get on that 
boat! 

You know, this chapter here is pretty much 
like that. The Lord is preparing to corne baek, 
and He’s urging people to get ready. It’s time to 






get on the boat again! 

And as you read this, please read it wlth a 
prayer in your heart. 

A chapter that thrills me more than any oth- 
ers is one that is right here. It’s ealled The Con- 
troversy Ended, and it’s the last ehapter in the 
book. And what it does, it deals with what it 
would be like in heaven. And Fm sure you’ve 
read different things on heaven—and a lot of 
people hâve questions about heaven.

“ And every créature whlch Is In heaven, amd on 
the earth, and under the earth, arnd such as are In 
the sea, and ail that are In them, heard I saylng, 
Blesslng, and honor, and glory, and power, be unto 
Hlm that sltteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb for ever and ever.’ Révélation 5:13.” 

And just beyond is the last paragraph: 

“The great controversy Is ended. Srn and srn- 
ners are no more. The entire unlverse Is clean. One 
puise of harmony and gladness beats through the 
vast création. From Hlm who created ail, flow llfe 
and hght and gladness, throughout the realms of 
inimitable space. From the mlnutest atom to the 
greatest world, ail things, animale and Inanlmate, 

In thelr unshadowed beauty and perfect joy, dé¬ 
claré that God Is love.” 

And, you know, this is a book that will help 
you understand the love of God—and help you 
see how He’s coming back very soon for His 
children. It is a home that He wants eaeh of us 
to hâve for our own.

Truths that were eov- 
ered up in the Dark Ages will eome to light at 
the end of time and eomplete the Protestant Ref¬ 
ormation. 

[Over to 785, and stay there] It says “the 
most vivid présentation eannot express the mag¬ 
nitude of the ordeal.” It speaks of “an over- 
whelming surprise” and “time of emergeney.” 

People link that propheey to possibly a 
nuelear attaek on our eountry. It is more up-to- 
date than your tomorrow’s newspaper. 

It was onee printed on government presses 
in Belgium, to open up religions liberty and build 
up the morals of soeiety. It was banned in 
Canada, for daring to speak ont against the pa- 
paey. 

[Baek eover] The book will enrieh your life 
every time you read it.

THE 1884 EDITION 

“1 was shown . . that 1 should devote myself to writlng 
out the important matters for Volume Four [Spirit oJProph- 
ecy. Volume 4 was the 1884 Edition of Great Controversy]; 
and that the warning must go where the living messen¬ 
ger could not go. and that it would call the attention of 
manv to the important events to occur in the closing 

scenes of the world’s historv .” —Letter 1, 1890 (Colpor¬ 
teur Ministry, p. 128). 

“I was moved by the Spirit of God to write that book, 

and while worklng upon it I felt a great burden upon my 
soûl. 1 knew that Urne was short, that the scenes which are 
soon to crowd upon us would at the last corne very sud- 
denly and swiftly.”— Letter 1, 1890 (Colporteur Ministry, 
p. 127). 

“1 Write from fifteen to twenty pages each day. It is now 
eleven o’clock, and 1 hâve written 14 pages of manuscrlpt 
for Volume Four . . As 1 write upon my book, 1 feel In- 
tensely moved. I want to get it out as soon as possible, 
for our people need it so much. I shall complété it next 
month if the Lord gives me health as He has donc. 1 hâve 
been unable to sleep nlghts, for thlnklng of the Important 
thlngs to take place. Three hours and sometlmes flve is the 
most sleep 1 get. My mlnd is stlrred so deeply 1 cannot rest. 
Write, Write, write, 1 feel that 1 must, and not delay.”— Let¬ 
ter 11, 1884 (February 19, 1984). 

THE 1888 EDITION 

“About this Urne when the new [second] édition of VbZ- 
ume Four [the 1888 Great Controversy] came from the 
press, the new book. Bible Readings, was Introduced. This 
hook had a great sale, and has been permitted to swallow 


up every other tnterest. Canvassers foimd it an easy book to 
handle, and Volume Four was kept out of the field. I felt 
that this was not right. 1 knew that it was not rlght, because 
it was not in harmony with the light which God had given 
me.”— B.L., 1890. 

“1 do not demerlt Bible Reading. It is a book which 
wlll do a great amount of good, but it can never take the 
place the Lord deslgned that Volume Four should hâve in 
the World and among our people. I hâve spread before 
them the light of heaven in that book.” — E-25a, 1889.

“For nearly two years the book [Great Controversy] 
contalning warnlngs and Instructions from the Lord, given 
especlally for this tlme, has been lylng in our publishing 
houses, and no one feels the necessitv or the importance 
of bringing it to the people.

Now Volume One, or 
Patriarchs and Prophets, is ready for circulation, but even 
for this book 1 would not allow Volume Four to remaln 
longer as a light under a bushel. 1 am in sore dlstress of 
mind, but who of my brethren cares for this? 

“Has the Lord moved upon my mlnd to préparé this 
work to be sent everywhere, and is He movtng upon my 
brethren to devise plans which shaU bar the way so that the 
light which He has given me shall be hld in our publishing 
houses Instead of shlnlng forth to ail who wlll recelve it? . . 
If the Lord has light for Hls people, who shall put up barrl- 
ers so that the light shall not reach them?”— B.L., 1890. 

“Light was in that book which came from Heaven; 
but what account will those men hâve to give to God for 
the little faith and confidence manifested in that book 
that the wamings should not corne to the people when 
they should hâve had them.” —0-55, 1894. 

THE 1911 EDITION

its pages, and I see that the publishers hâve donc good work. 

“The book, Great Controversy, I appreciate above 
silver or gold, and I greatly desire that it shall corne 
before the people. Whüe wrlting the manuscrlpt of Great 
Controversy I was often conscious of the presence of the 
angels of God. And many tlmes the scenes about which 1 
was writlng were presented to me anew in visions of the 
nlght, so that they were fresh and vlvld in my mind.”— W- 
55, 1911 (Letter 56, 1911, the second oj the above two 
paragraphs is in Colporteur Ministry, p. 128).

title page] It is “the most beautiful book ever 
written on the life of Christ,” - and this is one 
of the most beautiful éditions of it ever printed. 

[Pointing] In addition to reverently telling the 
eomplete story of the life of Christ, it eontains 
104 Bible studies about Him - at the end of 
ehapters. 

[3] “For God so loved the world, that He 
gave us His only begotten Son.”

This book contains the most complété coverage 
qf the change of the Sabbath ever published by our 
people. When thefirst part is shown to him, every 
Protestant pastor and church worker will want a 
copy oj this book!

One canvasser is systematically handing free cop¬ 
ies to forty Protestant pastors in a large, West Coast 
City.

When you include it as part of a package with 
other books, the canvass for it need not be long. 

Give a canvass, stopping here and there, in the 
first part of this 736-page book, to show pictures or 
comment on subtitles and text. But it is generally best 
if you do not pause past p. 360. Just hurry faster 
through it and show some pictures, and then go to 
the back cover. If the prospect may be a Catholic, 
definitely do not go beyond p. 350. Remember to 
point with your finger as you show things. This di¬ 
rects the attention of the prospect as he listens to 
what you say. The following canvass is more complété 
than you need, but the points presented below will 
help you, regardless of which pictures you tum to. 

FIRST CANVASS

This one said girls hâve angel hair, 
dimpled cheeks, upturned noses, and are made of ev- 
erythingsweet and nice. But, really now, is this our mes¬ 
sage to the World? 

Harvestime Books has something far better for you 
to présent to families: Our Ten Commandment Charts 
hâve breathtaking background beauty, coupled with 
the wording of the Ibn Commandments in large print.

(He also purchased a piece of colorful wallpaper and 
wrapped it around the outside of the pipe, but you do 
not need to do this.) Next, he carefuUy glued the top of 
one of our Ten Commandment Charts to the outside 
of the pipe. He then rolled it up and slipped a rubber 
band over one end. 

He also rolled up another chart and stored it inside 
the tube. The finished product looked very nice in ap- 
pearance. 

HOWTO PRESENT THIS CHART 
TO THE PROSPECT 

Inside the prospect’s home, he will, at an appro- 
priate time, unroll the chart and show it to the pros¬ 
pect, saying something like this: 

“1 will give you one of these charts free of charge, to 
display here in your home, with your purchase of this 
book [this fine set of books].”

“ Our publishina work was established by the 
direction of God and under His spécial supervision. It 
was desianed to accomplish a spécifie pur- 

pose . Seventh-day Adventists hâve been chosen by 
God as a peculiar people, separate from the world. 
By the great cleaver of truth He has eut them out 
from the quarry of the world and brought them into 
connection with Himself. He has made them His 
représentatives and has called them to be ambas- 
sadors for Him in the last work of salvation. The 
areatest weaith of truth ever entrusted to 

mortals. the most solemn and fearfui warninas 

ever sent bv God to man. hâve been commit- 

ted to them to be given to the world; and in the 
accomplishment of this work our publishing 
houses are among the most effective agen- 
cies. 

“These institutions are to stand as witnesses 
for God, teachers of righteousness to the people. 
From them truth is to oo forth as a lamp that 

burneth . Like a great light in a lighthouse on a 
dangerous coast, they are constantly to send 
forth beams of light into the darkness of the 
world, to warn men of the dangers that threaten 
them with destruction. 

“ The publications sent forth from our printina 

houses are to préparé a people to meet God . 

Throughout the world they are to do the same 
work that was done by John the Baptist for the 

Jewish nation. By startiing messages of warning, 
God's prophet awakened men from worldly dream- 
ing. Through him God called backsiiding Israël to 
repentance. By his présentation of truth he exposed 
popular delusions. In contrast with the false théories 
of his time, truth in his teaching stood forth as an 
eternal certainty. ‘ Repent ve: for the kinodom of 
heaven is at hand .’ was John's message. Mat- 
thew 3:2. This same message, through the 
publications from our printing houses, is to be 
given to the world today. 

“ Our publishina institutions are to exalt the 

daims of God's downtrodden law . Standing 
before the world as reformers, they are to show that 
the law of God is the foundation of ail enduring 
reform. In clear, distinct Unes they are to 
présent the necessity of obedience to ail His 
commandments. Constrained by the love of Christ, 
they are to co-operate with Him in building up the old 
Waste places, raising up the foundations of many 


générations. They are to stand as repairers of the 
breach, restorers of paths to dwell in. Through their 
testimony the Sabbath of the fourth command- 
ment is to stand as a witness, a constant re- 
minder of God, to attract notice and arouse 
investigation that shall direct the minds of men to 
their Creator. 

““Let it never be forgotten that these institutions are to 
co-operate with the ministry of the delegates of 
heaven. Thev are amono the aoencies repre- 
sented bv the anoel flvino ‘in the midst of 

heaven. havino the everlastino gospel to 

preach unto them that dwell on the earth. and 

to everv nation , and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give 
glory to Him; for the hour of His judgment is corne.’ 
Révélation 14:6, 7. 

“From them is to go forth the terrible dénoncia¬ 
tion: ‘Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, 
because she made ail nations drink of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornication.’ Verse 8. 

“ Thev are represented bv the third anoel that 
followed, ‘saying with a loud voice. If any man 
worship the beast and his image, and reçoive his 
mark in his forehead, or in his hand, the same shall 
drink of the wine of the wrath of God.’ Verses 9, 10. 
“ And in a large deoree throuah our publishina 

houses is to be accomplished the work of that 

other anoel [the fourth angel] who cornes down 
from heaven with great power and who lightens 
the earth with his glory. 

““Solemn is the responsibility that rests upon our 
houses of publication. Those who conduct these 
institutions, those who edit the periodicals and 
préparé the books, standing as they do in the 
light of God's purpose, and called to give 
warning to the world, are held by God accountable 
for the soûls of their fellow men. To them. as well as 
to the ministers of the word. applies the mes¬ 

sage given bv God to His prophet of old: ‘Son of 
man. I hâve set thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israël; therefore thou shalt hear the word 
at My mouth, and warn them from Me. When I say 
unto the wicked, O wicked man, thou shalt surely die; 
if thou dost not speak to warn the wicked from his 
way, that wicked man shall die in his iniquity; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand.’ Ezekiel33:7, 8."
